Schools are one of our greatest assets 


G rant County does a lot 
of things right and one 
of the most impressive 
ones that I’ve seen lately is the Ca¬ 
reer and Technical Center at Grant 
County High School. 

Last week, the CTC at GCHS 
was awarded a PEAK (Public 
Education Achieves in Kentucky) 
award. 

The CTC opened in 2011 and 
the number of students taking 
classes there has grown from 650 
to 811 in more than 10 areas of 
study. Last fall, they also offered 
classes to the community in things 
such as welding, ceramics, etc. 

I knew what the CTC was in the 
cerebral sense, but it came to life 
for me as I toured the building with 
members of the Kentucky School 
Boards Association. 

We met students who were so 
enthusiastic about their classes. 

Jon Sanders, associate principal 
who is responsible for the CTC, 
asked a couple of the students to 
share their experiences, but several 
other students waited around and 
asked for the opportunity to talk 
about their classes without being 
prompted. 

The students told of job shad¬ 
owing and then being hired on as 
a co-op student and then being of¬ 
fered a job while the business helps 
them pay for college. 

One young man talked about his 
career path and how after taking a 
class in the CTC, he decided to re¬ 
fine his career path and was now 
thinking of going into forensics. 
He said he wished he would have 
had the opportunity to spend all 
four of his high school years tak¬ 
ing classes in the CTC. 

For lunch, students in the culi¬ 
nary arts program prepared salad, 
pork loin and baked potatoes. For

dessert, they served 
one of the best carrot 
cakes I’ve probably 
ever eaten and it was 
certainly restaurant 
quality. 

We met a young 
lady who won a weld¬ 
ing competition by 
taking silverware and 
turning it into a metal 
rooster. The piece was 
cool. She later served 
our lunch because she 
was also taking culi¬ 
nary classes. 

When I asked her 
what made her enter 
a welding competition. Her eyes 
lit up as she explained that she had 
always loved working on cars so 
she signed up for the welding class 
and in her words “fell in love with 
welding.” Her future plans are to 
attend Gateway and get an asso¬ 
ciate’s degree in welding, a skill, 
which she should have no problem 
finding a job. 

Students taking blood pressure 
and working on computers. Other 
students were interacting with 
adults with ease and grace beyond 
their 16,17 and 18 years. 

It’s hard at that age to know 
what you want to do with your life, 
but these students had a direction, 
a passion and a desire to do some¬ 
thing with themselves and that’s 
what high school should be. The 
foundation of a good education 
will always be a student’s ability to 
master reading, writing and arith¬ 
metic, but exploring options to find 
out what you’re good at and what 
you want to spend your working 
life doing are also important at this 
stage. 

The Grant County School Dis¬ 
trict deserves recognition for their 
foresight to build a career and tech¬ 
nical center in our community. It is 
definitely an asset and gives our 
children a leg up in competing for 
good paying jobs and getting ahead 
after high school. 

Equally impressive is the good 


news that the Wil¬ 
liamstown School 
District also re¬ 
ceived last week, 
which gave them a 
reason to celebrate. 

Williamstown 
schools were rec¬ 
ognized as one of 
the top 20 high 
schools in Ken¬ 
tucky, which was 
the second year in 
a row they received 
this recognition. 

U.S. News has 
listed WHS as 
the 11 th best high 
school for 2013, up from 18th in 
last year’s ranking. 

The publication evaluated more 
than 21,000 public high schools in 
49 states and the District of Colum¬ 
bia. 

This marks the second consecu¬ 
tive year that Williamstown has re¬ 
ceived a silver medal and the third 
time that Williamstown has been 
recognized by U.S. News. They 
received a bronze medal a couple 
of years ago. 

This award also means that 
the students of the Williamstown 
School District are receiving a 
quality education, which will help 
them compete for better jobs and a 
better future. 

Both of these honors were not 
just the work of a mere handful 
of individuals, but really the work 
of a community composed of the 
taxpayers, the elected officials, the 
teachers, the students themselves 
and anyone else who had a hand in 
providing them a positive learning 
environment. 

Grant County should be proud 
of our schools and our students. 
There are a lot of good things that 
happen inside those walls every¬ 
day.

Consumer upset 
with product 

We constantly hear the words buy 
American , I did just that. I purchased a 
John Deere LA 175 riding lawn mower 
for $2,800. It came with a 26-horse 
power motor and a 54 mowing deck. 
It was the best they had to offer in the 
100 class. I told the dealer I mowed 
three acres and part was hilly. I do live 
in Kentucky. The two biggest hills took 
about 45 minutes to mow. I was told 
this machine could handle my require¬ 
ments. I am a disabled senior citizen 
and thought that with proper main¬ 
tenance, I would have a mower that 


would last me for the rest of my life. 
Wrong. 

After 220 hours of use the mower 
stopped climbing small hills. I could let 
it cool and get another 30 minutes of 
mowing. It takes about four hours to 
mow my yard. I contacted the dealer 
and was told the transmission was 
going out and for $700 I could have it 
replaced. 

I told them I could not afford $700 
every 200 hours of use. I searched the 
Internet for other options. 

I found a site where 400 to 500 
other users had the same problem with 
all the LA series. I found a replacement 
transmission that would probably last a 
long time for $1,600. Wow, that price 
on a $2,800 mower. 

I contacted John Deere customer 
service. I was shocked to hear them 
say they had no record of any problem 
with the LA series transmission. I told 
them to check out the website I found. 
I was told they would not do anything 
to help me with my problem. In my 
conversations about my problem, one 
person referred to the transmission as 
junk. Unless you live in Florida where 
yards are flat, I strongly recommend 
you not purchase this American made 
product. As it stands today, I will never 
by a John Deere product again.

L ast year I spent some time 
rejuvenating, if you will, our ‘Miss 
Kim’lilac. It had gone years without 
any maintenance pruning, just never making 
the priority list for chores out at the farm. 
Although “Miss Kim” is considered a dwarf 
variety and needs less maintenance it was in 
need of some serious reduction. Last spring, 
after the shrub finished blooming I removed 
about one third of the oldest wood, which 
resulted in new growth so this year the lilac 
looks great. Lilacs across the state have 
bloomed better than ever this year with the 
consistent cool weather. 

To bloom or not to bloom 

However, many still wonder why their 
lilacs fail to bloom well or bloom at all. The 
first question to ask is...when was it planted? 
Lilacs require full sun, so if the shrub was 
planted in a spot 10 years ago check to see if 
that location is still sunny enough (at least six 
hours). Other trees or shrubs may now shade 
the area. If this is indeed the case, your lilac 
should be moved to a new, sunnier location. 

If your lilac is in a sunny location and it 
still does not bloom then it is likely in need of 
a little rejuvenation. Once the lilac finishes 
blooming start pruning (lilacs set their buds 
during the early summer months, after they 
finish blooming so don’t prune after July or 
you will remove next year’s buds). 

Begin by pruning out one third of the 
oldest wood all the way down to base of 
shrub. Next year, prune out another third and 
the following year, the last third. Each time 
you prune you will 
encourage new growth, 
which will be more 
vigorous then the old 
growth. The newer wood 
will look better and bloom 
better. And, since lilacs 
are prone to powdery 
mildew your pruning 
activities will open the 
shrub up for better light 
penetration and air 
circulation, which is a 
deterrent to the fungus. 

What’s that smell? 

Another potential 
problem with most well- 
known varieties of lilacs 
is that they bud out too 
early in the spring. Mother Nature always 
seems to have another frost or freeze up her 
sleeve before spring truly arrives. Fortunately 
there are many good, new varieties that are 
better suited to our strange springs: lilacs that 
set their buds a little later lessening their 
chances of being nipped by a late frost. 

Considered a hardy lilac, ‘Beauty of 
Moscow’ (Krasavitsa Moskovy) has an 
extended period of bloom and large, double 
flowers. The bloom clusters first appear as 
light pink buds and as they open they slowly 
turn to a pure white. The combination of light 
pink and white on this vigorous bloomer is 
spectacular. ‘Beauty of Moscow’ looks the 
most promising with its fragrance and old- 
fashioned lilac appeal. This lilac will grow to 
about 10 feet in height and six feet in diameter 
once it reaches maturity. 

Show off! 

The ‘Superba’ lilac has a great show of 
blooms right now but what is most impressive 
is that it goes through another bloom cycle in 
early August. The blooms are dainty and first 
appear as mahogany-red spikes, opening to 
light pink flowers. This lilac is also fragrant. 
Both varieties are also disease resistant, 
particularly to powdery mildew. And to many 
who have tried to grow lilacs successfully, 
they know that this is a bonus. 

Another great stand-by is the Korean dwarf 
lilac “Miss Kim”, the variety I mentioned 
before. They are also a later blooming variety 
and disease resistant. The compact growth 
makes them an ideal selection for hedges and 
smaller areas. And, remember keep your lilacs 
looking good by removing the oldest wood 
every couple of years. Don’t be like me and 
wait until it is an unsightly problem.

So I want to 
make sure that my kids have those boundaries 
for them to help them avoid the same mistakes 
I made. 

I learned my lessons because of my experi¬ 
ence. And when I pass down lessons learned 
from my experience it is called “wisdom”. 
And we are encouraged to pass down our wis¬ 
dom to the next generation. We are also en¬ 
couraged to protect the innocence of our kids. 
Now I know that can’t shelter our kids from 
the world (especially in the teen years), but 
we can guide their lives and do what we can 
to keep them from messing up where we did. 
For me, that would mean that I don’t allow my 
children to listen to music that has raunchy 
lyrics or vulgar language and I don’t let them 
watch shows that do the same.

Colson, along with board 
members Charlotte Schmidt and 
Dr. Alice Heeger-Hartman, 
played host to Bill Scott, execu¬ 
tive director of the Kentucky 
School Boards Association, 
Ramona Malone, chairman of 
the Newport Board Of Education 
and Scott Burrows, chairman of 
the Trimble County Board of 
Education and gave them a birds- 
eye view of Grant County’s 
Career/Tech Center. 

Malone and Burrows also 
serve on the KSBA board. 

The guests and board mem¬ 
bers had a chance to hear from 
students as they visited each 
classroom. 

“I took the first class and fell 
in love,” said Barry Mullins, a 
junior in the bio-medical class. 
“The teachers push you to do 
more and expect more out of you 
and then you start to expect more 
out of yourself.” 

Tommy Hughes, a senior, 
wants to study holistic medicine 
after he graduates from GCHS in 
a few weeks. 

He signed up to take a health 
sciences class. As part of the 
class, he did a job shadow in 
Florence. He now works as a 
co-op student for that company 
and has agreed to continue to 
work there for the next four 
years as he pursues a college 
degree. 

Drew Johnson, a senior, 
worked on a computer in bio¬ 
medical class. He wanted to go 
to college to earn a degree in law 
enforcement, but now is consid¬ 
ering the forensic side of police 
work. 

“I wish I had been able to 
have all four years here (in the 
career/tech center),” he told the 
visitors. 


Grant County’s Career and 
Technology Center is a 
44,000-square foot center that is 
attached to the high school, 
allowing students to take regular 
high school courses, as well as 
specific courses aimed at careers 
or technology. 

Jon Sanders, who serves as 
the associate principal of GCHS, 
oversees the tech center. He pre¬ 
viously worked in Nelson County 
as a principal at the Nelson 
County Area Technology Center. 
Before that for five years he 
taught manufacturing, engineer¬ 
ing graphics, CAD and graphic 
communications at Henry Clay 
High School in Lexington before 
joining Grant County’s staff 
when the tech center opened. 

Teachers in the career/tech 
center follow the same guide¬ 
lines and procedures as they 
other high school teachers. They 
have learning targets, prepare 
lesson plans, are assessed and 
attend professional develop¬ 


ment. 

Many of them came from the 
JD Patton Technical Center in 
Kenton County, which closed. 

“We’ve got the best of the 
best of career and technical cen¬ 
ter professionals,” Sanders said. 
“Their knowledge is amazing. 
We are blessed with the teachers 
we’ve got.” 

Sanders said that career/tech¬ 
nical instructors can work with 
four years working experience 
and teach while working on their 
teaching certificate. 

“They have real world experi¬ 
ence because they’ve been out in 
the work force and our students 
show a lot of respect for them 
because of that,” Sanders said. 

District officials credit the 
tech center with improving col¬ 
lege and career readiness num¬ 
bers, which have increased from 
42 percent readiness in 2011 to 
62.7 percent in 2012. 

Sanders said the center has 62 
students who are co-oping with 


local employers. 

“They are pleased with this 
collaboration,” Sanders said. 
“We’ve had employers tell our 
students they’re doing a great 
job. They’re calling us; they’re 
wanting our kids to co-op to try 
them out, then hire them full 
time.” 

That kind of response 
impressed Malone, a mother of 
four. 

“When you’ve got employers 
calling you looking for students 
as employees, it shows the pro¬ 
gram is working,” she said. 

Four of GCHS’s graduating 
seniors, who were part of the 
automotive program, were hired 
last week by Mazak Corporation 
and will earn $40,000 annually 
after graduation. In addition, 
Mazak will pay their college 
expenses. 

The programs offered through 
the center are allowing students 
to not only pursue dual credit 
and certifications but it’s giving 


them hands-on experience in 
potential careers. 

“Many students are not given 
the opportunity to explore a 
career path until they are well 
into college and then may decide 
to change directions, thus requir¬ 
ing additional classes and ulti¬ 
mately spending more time in 
college and incurring more debt,” 
wrote Dana Liggett, a junior, in 
the bio-medical studies pro¬ 
gram. 

Before the tech center, area 
students had to travel 40 miles 
away to attend tech school in 
either Boone or Kenton counties. 
Grant County was limited to tak¬ 
ing only 40 students. 

Those factors prompted the 
school board and then-superin¬ 
tendent Michael Hibbett to con¬ 
struct the tech center. 

“Our main focus is to keep 
kids in school. One of the ways 
we found to accomplish this was 
the tech center and all of the 
classes it could offer,” Colson 
said. 

“A lot of our disengaged boys 
got engaged in this tech center,” 
said Livingood. 

Some of the co-op students 
are being used for jobs in the 
school district. 

Last fall, the tech center also 
began to offer classes to the pub¬ 
lic. 

Sanders said the center will 
continue to offer those commu¬ 
nity classes, as well as work to 
schedule them to fit a workers 
schedule. 

“We want to add additional 
classes and community offer¬ 
ings,” Sanders said. 

He encouraged visitors to the 
center. 

“We want the public to stop 
by and see what their tax dollars 
are paying for. We welcome 
tours,” he said.

“Northern Kentucky is a top- 
notch health department and 
being among the first in the 
nation to achieve accreditation 
is a testament to the quality of 
services we provide,” said Lynn 
M. Sadler, MD, MPH, District 
Director of Health. “The accred¬ 
itation process helps to ensure 
that the programs and services 
we offer are responsive to the 
needs of the community.” 

The national accreditation 
program works to improve and 
protect the health of the public 
by advancing the quality and 
performance of the nation’s 
state, local, tribal and territorial 
public health departments. 

The program, jointly support¬ 
ed by the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention and the 
Robert Wood Johnson 
Foundation, sets standards 
against which the nation’s more 
than 3,000 governmental public 
health departments can continu¬ 
ously improve the quality of 
their services and performance. 

Accreditation means that the 
Northern Kentucky Health 
Department has met national 
standards for high quality public 
health services, leadership and 
accountability. 

Accredited health depart¬ 


ments must also demonstrate 
that they assure the delivery of 
the 10 Essential Public Health 
Services, established by the 
Core Public Health Functions 
Steering Committee in 1994. 
For a list of the 10 essential ser¬ 
vices, visit www.cdc.gov/ 
nphpsp/essentialservices .html. 

Twenty-three staff served 
directly on the accreditation 


team, but all staff contributed to 
the effort. 

The health department infor¬ 
mally began investigating 
accreditation in 2006 after the 
Exploring Accreditation report 
was published by a committee 
of public health experts. Over 
the next six years, the health 
department staff became engaged 
as the accreditation standards 


and processes were developed. 
It began formally in October 
2011, when the health depart¬ 
ment submitted its letter of intent 
to apply. 

The health department also 
underwent a thorough review 
that included submission of 
more than 600 documents in 12 
areas (or domains) and a site 
visit by public health peers who 


assessed performance against 
standards. 

Accreditation lasts for five 
years. During that period, health 
departments must regularly 
report on quality improvement 
activities and share any substan¬ 
tial changes that might jeopar¬ 
dize the organization’s ability to 
continue to meet the standards 
set by PHAB.

Link leads

Darrell Link began his 
career in politics with an ap¬ 
pointment to the Grant Coun¬ 
ty Tourism Commission. 
He went on from there to be 
elected to the fiscal court as 
a magistrate, followed by a 
successful mn for judge-ex¬ 
ecutive in 1998. 

He’s served on numerous 
boards and commissions and 
received awards for partner¬ 
ing with other agencies on 
programs, for being a good 
neighbor, an outstanding of¬ 
ficial and for his work in the 
community. 

Link, a Grant County na¬ 
tive, can now add another title 
-2013 Grant Countian of the 
Year. He was presented Grant 
County’s top honor at the an¬ 
nual Grant County Chamber 
of Commerce banquet on 
April 27. 

Link was nominated by 
Peggy Updike, county trea¬ 
surer. 

In addition to his duties as 
county judge-executive, Link 
has also finds time to be ac¬ 
tive in several organizations, 
including the F & AM Grant 
Lodge, Scottish Rite, Oleika 
Shrine and Gideon’s Interna¬ 
tional. He is also a member of 
Mt. Olivet Church of Christ. 

Some of his professional 
involvement includes being 
a past president and current 
board member of the Ken¬ 
tucky County Judge-Exec¬ 
utive’s Association, director 
of the Northern Kentucky In¬ 
dependent Health District, a 
member of the Grant County 
Extension Board, KACo and 
Kentucky Animal Standards 
Board.

“I was surprised and think 
a tremendous amount of peo¬ 
ple in Grant County are far 
more worthy as I merely was 
doing my job,” he said. 

He is a graduate of Grant 


County High School and 
Northern Kentucky Univer¬ 
sity. 

Former Rep. Royce 
Adams presented Link the 
award. His smile widened as 
he saw his wife, Candy, and 
son, Derrick and daughter, 
Kelsee and her husband, enter 
the WHS gym on April 27. 

Link thanked his fam¬ 
ily for their support and gave 
credit to the county having 
good employees and people, 
which made his job easier. 

Making clean, affordable 
water available to all areas 
of the county was one of the 
accomphshments he said he’s 
most proud of since he was 
first elected to office. 

“My philosophy has been 
not to increase taxes, but in¬ 
crease revenues by growing 
the tax base by making good 
policy decisions and building 
infrastructure,” he said. 

Link said that during the 
next two years, he’s already 
set some goals, which include 
replacing railroad bridges 
on Blanchet, Delaney and 
Eagle Tunnel roads, building 
a new fire station in Corinth, 
purchasing a new fire truck 
for Corinth, seeing the 154 
Interchange reconstmcted 
and moving the county’s 
emergency services to a new 
location. 


“In my opinion, Grant 
County is well positioned 
for the future as The Ark En¬ 
counter will create a stronger 
local economy directly and 
indirectly providing jobs and 
a demand for new business 
and homes, which should 
make for a larger tax base and 
lower property taxes,” Link 
said. 

In her nomination let¬ 
ter, Updike credited Link 
for many of Grant County’s 
larger projects, including a 
new Grant County Deten¬ 
tion Center, new road bam 
and location for the Grant 
Co. Road Department, new 
Grant County Public Libraiy, 
Kentucky Veterans Cem¬ 
etery, new and improved 
animal shelter, new judicial 
center, improved parks and 
recreation facilities and Grant 
County being named a “Cer¬ 
tified Clean County.” 

“One only need to look 
around at the changes in 
Grant County in the past 12 
years to appreciate the chang¬ 
es that Judge Link has imple¬ 
mented,” Updike wrote. 

While Link has seen many 
projects come to fruition, he’s 
also seen others get buried. 

“The greatest disap¬ 
pointment was (being) un¬ 
able to overcome the federal 
beauraucratic government 


to increase the size of Lake 
Williamstown and not identi¬ 
fying a champion at the fed¬ 
eral level to help us,” he said. 

“I was absolutely despon¬ 
dent by the hateful arson 
of Rosenwald School,” he 
added, referring to the Grant 
County Black History Muse¬ 
um, which was destroyed in a 
suspicious fire last year. 

Link said he sees the job 
of judge executive as a bal¬ 
ancing act. 

“The demands by citizens 
has not been as great as the de¬ 
mand from department heads 
to provide better services and 
programs. It has been my job 
to balance the two, and to 
work within our means, and 
not take the easy way out by 
just asking for more tax dol¬ 
lars from hard-working fami¬ 
nes,” Link said. 

As far as his future, Link 
said he’s taking his cue from 
the Bible. 

“I am going to do my best 
to follow the Gospel of Mat¬ 
thew; therefore do not worry 
about tomorrow, for tomor¬ 
row will worry about itself. 
Each day has enough trouble 
of its’ own. I will leave the 
worrying to someone else. I 
hope to spend an inordinate 
amount of time with my wife, 
family and church family,” he 
said. 


WHS searches

Williamstown High School Principal Dave Johnstone 
hopes his second retirement lasts longer than his first. 

Johnstone initially retired in September 2009 after spend¬ 
ing 20 years as principal in four different schools in northern 
Kentucky. 

Six months later, he replaced former WHS principal 
Misty Buchanan on an interim basis before being hired for 
the job full-time. 

Johnstone will be retiring again after this school year. 

“The thing that I will miss most is the people,” he said. 
“I have really enjoyed working with the staff and students. 
They are the best. I hope that everyone in the community 
realizes the level of commitment of the staff here. They go 
the extra mile. Also, the parents should be proud of their chil¬ 
dren. They are great kids who are really excellent to work 
with.” 

With a fifth grandchild on the way and an 84-year-old 
father who needs him, Johnstone said the time was right to 
retire. 

“Also, I’m not getting any younger and I just decided to 
pull back and spend a little more time enjoying this part of 
my life,” he said. “I hope to play more golf and fly my radio- 
controlled airplanes for recreation. I don’t have any plans to 
go back to work at this time. I may do something eventually, 
but I am scaling back.” 

Johnstone served as a teacher at Taylor Mill Elementaiy, 
Turkeyfoot Middle School and Twenhofel Middle. He also 
spent three years as principal at Southern Elementaiy, one 
year at Miles Elementary and four years at Kenton Elemen¬ 
tary before spending 12 years as principal at Summit View 
Middle School. 

Johnstone said he is glad he had the opportunity to work 
at Williamstown. His best memories were seeing the proud 
and smiling parents watch their sons and daughters walk 
across the stage to receive their high school diploma. 

During Johnstone’s tenure, he led the WHS staff to two 
“U.S. News and World Report Best High Schools” silver 
medal rankings. WHS was ranked 18th in the state in 2012 
and 11th in 2013, placing it in the top 5 percent of all high 
schools across the state. 

Superintendent Sally Skinner said Johnstone was also 
instrumental in transitioning the school to new national core 
academic standards. 

“Although Mr. Johnstone’s tenure with us was only three 
years, he came at a time when the district needed an experi¬ 
enced successful leader on board to transition staff and stu¬ 
dents to new national standards, a new and multi-faceted as¬ 
sessment accountability model and embedded 21st centuiy 
learning strategies,” Skinner said.
